THE PIRATES OF 
TRIPOLI — 


Tripoli and other towns on the 


coast of Africa had been nests 
of pirates for many years. The 
people were Mohammedans. They 
were in the habit of sending out 
fust-sailing armed vessels to cap- 
ture the ships of Christians com- 
ing to the Mediterranean to trade. 
European nations had failed in 
their. repeated efforts to break 
up this system of robbery. Every 
year Great Britain was. obliged 
to pay the governors of Algiers 
and Tripoli large sums of money 
in order to protect her commer- 
cial enterprises in that section. 


The United States had no ships 
of war worth mentioning during 
the Wash 'ngton and Adams presi= 
dencies, and had to buy the good 
will of these pirates. At one time 
the United States paid the ruler 


of Tripoli twenty thousand dollars.

peace.

The result was that the people of 
Tripoli were glad to make a new 


treaty with the United States. 
They agreed to let our merchant 
ships and sailors alone in the fu- 
_ ture, without asking. pay for it. 
And the Pope declared that the 


Americans had done more toward
